Policeman Armstead, a New 

Man on Force, Is Shot 
Through Heart, and Po- 
liceman Wallace Receives 
a Slight Wound. 


WOUNDED PATROLMAN 
CHASES FLEEING BLACK 


Young Woman Witnesses 
Fight Between Negro and 
Officers, in Which Seven 
Shots Were Fired—Wal- 
lace Sent to Hospital. 


Policeman W. E. Armistead was shot 
to death and Policeman W. D. Wallace 
injured about 1 o’clock this morning in 
a duel with an unknown negro whom 
they had just placed under arrest. 

The two men made the arrest at the 
corner of Simpson and Orme streets, 
a part of their beat. Just as fhey 
were about to place the handcuffs on 
the black he jerked loose from their 
hold, and, drawing his pistol, began 
firing. 

His action was so sudden that the 
policemen had no time to ‘act in de- 
fense. 

Armstead Killed Instantly. 

The first bullet struck Armstead and 
he fell to the ground with a bullet in 
his heart. His death was instantane- 
ous. 

Then the negro turned his weapon 
on Wallace and shot him through the 
abdomen. Having disposed of his op- 
ponents, the negro turned and fled 
down Simpson street. 

Recovering from the daze caused by 
the wound, Wallace started in pursuit 
of his assailant, firing five shots at 
the fleeing black. 

The shooting was witnessed by Miss 
Nellie Bush, of 96 Simpson street. She 
saw Patrolman Wallace pursue his as- 
sailant, but she was too far away to 
‘Mrelp the officers when they reached the. 
scene, by giving them a description of 
him. : 
. Wallace Not Badly Hart. 

Wallace was hurried to the Grady 
hospital. It was found after a brief 
examination that he had received only 
a slight wound, and he soon left the 
hospital, got a number of bloodhounds 
and hurried to the scene of the killing 
to trace the murderer. 

It was stated this morning that the 
negro had been placed under arrest 
for being on the strect late at night. 
Some time ago orders were issued by 
the police officials to make arrests 
where good reasons could not be given 
why pedestrians were on the streets 
after midnight. 

’ Armistead is survived by his widow 
and three small children. Wallace, who 
is wounded, was married four days ago. 


ROFRANO ACQUITTED 
AFTER A LONG TRIAL 


New York, November 12.—Michael A. 
Rofrano, an attorney and former dep- 
uty street cleaning commissioner of 
this city, was acquitted of the charge 
of complicity in the murder of Michael 
Gaimari, a political rival, by a jury 
here late today, after it had deliberated 
22 hours. Rofrano was accused of hav- 
ing ordereg Gaimari’s death as the re- 
sult of a political feud. 

The trial, estimated to have cost 
Rofrano and the state $100,000, was lo- 
cally one of the most sensational held 
here ‘since the Becker case. It in- 
volved city officials, political leaders 
and denizens of the underworld and 
lasted nearly five weeks. Mayor 
Mitchel, who appointed Rofrano deputy 
street cleaning commissioner, was one 
of the several prominent men to testify 
in his behalf.

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Georgian Invents 
Device to Destroy 
Cotton Boll Weevil 


Former State Senator Pat- 
terson, of Bainbridge, Pat- 
ents Device—He Claims It 
Will Destroy the Cotton 
Pest.

Washington, November 12.—(Special.) 
A device for destroying the cotton boll 
weevil has been patented by L. F. Pat- 
terson, of Bainbridge, formerly sheriff 
of Decatur county, and state senator 
from that district. Mr. Patterson, who 
is now in Washington, has explained 
his invention to C. C. Lewis, expert of 
the department of agriculture in charge 
of boll weevil investigations in Geor- 
gia, and to J. A. Evans, chief of that 
bureau here. They expressed much in- 
terest in the device and Rope that it 
will do all the inventor clams. 

The boll weevil, which has now 
spread to Georgia, now infests 79 per 
cent of the cotton growing area of the 
United States, and last year destroyed 
cotton to the value of $200,000,000. 

Secretary Houston, of the department 
of agriculture, recently announced that 
no means had been found for extermi- 
nating the pest. The department is en- 
couraging improved cultural methods 
and the collection and destruction of 
the infested squares by burning. The 
arduous labor involved in this latter 
method makes it expensive and well- 
nigh impracticable. Still the wisdom 
of burning the squares was proven by 
the experience of a Louisiana farmer 
recently quoted in a department bulle- 
tin. He made twenty-three per cent 
more cotton on the same land than a 
neighbor who did not collect and burn 
his infested squares. 

This suggested to Mr. Patterson the 
idea for his labor-saving device. Mr.| 
Patterson’s destroyer is a simple device 
of wire, weighing only six ounces. It 
bas seven prongs or needlés at the end, 
which pick up and puncture the forms, 
thus. destroying the weevil. The forms 
picked up are discharged at intervals. 
A laborer equipped with one of these 


devices can do the work of ten men not’

so equipped. He can pick up cotton 


squares, according to the _ inventor, 
“like a chicken picking up shelled 
corn.” 

The device will be manufactured in 
Bainbridge and put on the market in 
time to protect next year’s cotton crop.

Paris, November 12.—(Via London.) 
The war office announces that the 
French gained ground last night in 
the battle which has been in progress 
for several days for possessicn of 
Sailly-Saillisel, on the Somme front. 
The Germans penetrated French 
trenches south of che Somme, but 
were subsequently expelled. The s:ate- 


ment follows: 

“North of the Somme we made prog- 
ress during the night to the norta of 
Sailly-Saillisel, as well as in the east- 
ern portion of the village. The enemy 
bombarded this entire district vio- 
lently. 

“South of the Somme, after a lively 
bombardment, the Germans attacked 
our trenehes southeast of Berny. The 
attack was broken up by our firs. 
Enemy patrols which succeeded in

DUTCH STEAMER TAKEN 
BY GERMAN SUBMARINE

Berlin, November 12.—(By Wire- 
less.)—The following announcement 
was made by the admiralty: 

“A German submarine stopped near 
Schouwen Bank (off the Dutch coast) 
the Dutch mail steamer Koningin RKe- 
gentes bound from Flushing to Lon- 
don. The steamer was brought into 
Zeebrugge. 

“Immediately after she was stopped 
several bags, apparently containing 
mail, were thrown overboard from tae 
steamer. One of them, which was re- 
covered by the submarine, contained 
mainly newspapers for the foreign of- 
fice at London. 

“Thirty hostile citizens of Milage, 
who were on board the steamer, were 
arrested. One of them was an English 
soldier on leave of absence from a 
Dutch detention camp.” 


A dispatch from London on Friday 
night told of the seizure of the Kon- 
ingin Regentes. It was said Thomas 
Smith, Howarg Kimblay and William 
Goodbody, Americans, were on board. 
The steamer carried 93 passengers, 
most of them Belgians.

“The losses the Germans sustained in 
this fighting are indicated by the num- 
ber of bodies which cover the cap- 
tured ground. We captured seven of- 
ficers and 220 unwounded prisoners, to- 
gether with eight machine guns. 

“On the rest of the front there was 
only artillery action. 

“Adjutant Bonnefoy Srought down on 
November 4 his fifth German aefro- 
plane.”

RUMANIANS ADVANCING 
IN DOBRUDJA PROVINCE 


| Berlin Admits That Heavy |

New York, November 12.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press Furopean Cable.)—The 
Russians and Rumanians on both the 


Dobrudja and Transylvanian fronts of 
the Rumanian tneater are-vigorously 
on the offensive against the troops of 
the Teutonic allies. Keeping up their 
operaticns to the north of the Con- 
Stanza-Tchernavoda railway, began 
last weck, the Russo-Rumanian forces 
have been enabied to push back Mar- 
shai ven Mackensen’s men to a front 
running through the towns of Topal, 
Inancesne and Karanasuf. 

In the Transylvania zone the Rus- 
slans have gradually reinforced the Ru- 
manians on the northern section of the 
line until they now are fighting side 
by side wikh- them over a front of 
abcut 5) miles south of the Bukowina 
border. The latest official communi- 
cations from poth Bucharest and Petro- 
grad repert the capture of Austro-

RUSSIANS DRIVING

“South of Derna Watra, in the re- 
gion of the villages of Holaand Tolgyes, 
the enemy continues to attack without 
success. South of Almasmeze (55 miles 
southeast of Dorna Watra) we carried 
two commanding heights, capturing one 
machine gun, fpur officers and 205 men. 

“In the Argis valley, on the Transyl- 
vania front, the enemy continued his 
successful attacks. 

“On the Danube front (Dobrudja) our 
advance toward the south continues.” 
OFFENSIVE TAKEN 
BY RUMANIANS. 

Bucharest, November 12.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-The Rumanians have assumed 
the offensive on a considerable section 
of the Transylvanian front, after re- 
pulsing repeated <Austro-German at- 
tacks, the war ‘office announces. The 
occupation of a number of positions is 
reported. In Dobrudja, Field Marshal 
von Mackensen’s army has been driven 
further to the south. The official ac- 
count of these operations follows 

“Northern and Northwestern Fronts: 
In the Trotus valley our troops made 
an attack. They occupied Mount Alu- 
mis, eight kilometers north of Goioasa, 
and Mount Prectesele seven milomet- 
ers north of Agas. In the Uzul valley 
our artillery destroyed the Uzvolgy 
factory. 

“The enemy delivered eight attacks 


jn the direction of the summit of Cer- 
nica, between Slanic and Oituz, all of 


which were repulsed. We then as- 
sumed the offensive on the whole 
front from Vrancea as far as Slanic. 
We occupied the Lupcei and Fatamo- 
arta summits. 

“In the Buzeu valley the . enemy 
opened an attack at 6 o'clock in the 
evening on the right bank of the river. 
He was repulsed at 8 o’clock. At Ta. 
ble-Butzi, Bracocea and Predelus there 
ewere patrol actions. In the Prabova 
valley the enemy’s artillery was act- 
ive. Toward Leresti' and, Candesti the 
fighting continues, _— 

“In the Alt valley we continue to 
maké progress on the left bank of the 
river. On the right bank the enemy 
made a violent attack. In the Jiu] 
valley a violent enemy attack forced 
our troops to retire slightly toward 
the south. 

“There was lively fighting in the 
vicinity of Orsova. On the southern 
Danube front there was desultory gun 
fire. 

“In the Dobrudja we advanced as 
far as the Topal-in-Ancésm-Caranasuf 
line, where we took 100 prisoners.”

Washington, November 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After the tumult and _ the 
shouting the country has settled down 
to its regular stride. Politics will now 
be forgotten for a while unless, per- 
chance, there should be some unlooked- 
for development on the Mexican bor- 
der or in the European situation in- 
volving America. The work of laying 
the foundation for permanent pros- 
perity after the war will now be put 
forward. 


Had Mr. Hughes been elected, he 
would probably have called congress 
into extra session to revise the tariff 
and to make other lawg incident to 
the performance of wiping from the 
books the record of democratic accom- 
lishments. As it is, congress_will ad- 
ourn immediately following the inau- 
uration on March 4. This will delay 
reorganization until next December. 
In his final message to the people on 
the eve of the momentous election last 
Tuesday, the result of whith was so 
often in doubt and so anxiously await- 
ed for nearly fifty hours after the 
polls closed, President Wilson said

No Changes in Tariff. 


The president, it is said, has no rea- 
son to change his mind in regard to 
the tariff, at least for a while. It is 
asserted that the repeal of the free 
sugar provision in the Underwood bill 
and the placing of wool on the free 
list had nothing to do with the vic- 
tory in the western wool growing and 
beet sugar states. Utah went demo- 
cratic because of dissatisfaction with 
the Smoot machine. Bven some of the 
Mormon leaders are dissatisfied with 
the Mormon and swung their influence 
to the democrats. 

Two-dollar wheat probably exerted 
a vast influence on the northwest as 
20-cent cotton hag made the southern 
farmer contented. Prosperity, so long 
claimed as the handmaiden of the re- 
egg ag party, is a potent argument 
or the party in power. 

The European war may work 4 rév- 
olution in our ideas as to what kind of 
tariff duties are best suited to this 
country.

Grow Weary of Congress. 

Many democrats throughout the coun- 
try have grown rather weary of the 
almost continual sessions of congress 
during the last six years and are sat- 
isfied to have a long breathing spell 
after next March. Of course any big 
developments in the foreign situation 
might make necessary a hastened gath- 
ering of the congress.

SWALLOWED JONAH 


“Why the Fish Swallowed Jonah” was 
the rather curious subject of what turn- 
ed out to be a very practicable’ sermon 
by Rev. William A. Lee at Central 
Congregational church on,Sunday even- 
ing. Dr. Lee had two texts, one from 
the book of Jonah, as follows: “Arise, 
go unto Nineveh, that great city, and 
preach against it the preaching that I 
bid thee.”

“There’s a divinity that shapes our ends, 


rough hew them how we may.” 

The pith of the book is _ not 
that God can miraculously keep 
a man alive in a fish’s belly. Its les- 
son is that men may not escape the 
responsibilities imposed upon them by 
the Almighty. We may attempt such 
an escape, but the divinity that laid 
duty upon us will wreck our efforts at 
flight and will bring us eventually to 
the performance of the task which our 
moral nature demands as the price of 

rogress. That is the preaching of the 

ook of Jonah. 

Jonah typifies a tendency among 
mankind that is all too general. Men 
and nations have ever tried and are 
trying still to elude the obligations of 
their humanity. That they will be foiled 
by a loving but firm and vigilant God 
is the humiliating testimony of Jonah, 
and the clear witness of experience.” 


BELGIANS ARE DEPORTED 
ON A VERY LARGE SCALE 


T.ondon, November 12.—Special dis- 
patches from Rotterdam dated Sunday 
say that ‘the deportations of Belgians 
continue daily on a large scale. Ant- 
werp and Ghent, the dispatches say, 
are being slowly denuded of able-bodied 
males. Sixteen thousand have already 
left Ghent. 

The men deported from Ghent have 
been almost exclusively of the unem- 
ployed class, but elsewhere, the dis- 
patches say, and especially in Ant- 
werp, there has been less discrimina- 
tion and it is alleged that many work- 
er’s were taken. No men as yet have 
been taken from Brussels, but it is 
said that deportations there will begin 
on the 15th. 

According to stories current :in Hol- 
land, say the dispatches, in the “raid- 
ed” towns many men were pounced 
upon suddenly and escorted away by 
armed guards and not permitted to 
communicate with friends. Attempts 
to escape the searchers are futile. Har- 
borers of men who are to be deported 
are severely punished. Hunger forces 
hiders to surrender. Wire barriers and 
machine guns are placed afound the 
stations where men are to be. en- 
trained lest the crowds threaten to 
make trouble.

NOW THE WEST’S TIME. 

Of all of the repubiican newspapers in 
the country, The Chicago Tribune is the 
one which could not have been expected to 
accept the results of the election with 
equanimity and like a sportsman. Nor did 
it. On the contrary, its leading editorial in 
Friday’s issue appears in the form of a 
half-column vitriolic lambasting of Califor- 
nia, which state, it says, “ought to have 
given the republican ticket a great ma- 
jority.” 

Of course it should have, from The Trib- 
une’s viewpoint, so should have Ohio, staid 
old New Hampshire, always-dependable 
Utah, and al} of the heretofore safely repub- 
lican states of the far west—but they seemed 
to think otherwise. 

Of California The Tribune says: 


By giving Wilson the vote it did, Cali- 
fornia, with its record and Wilson's 
record, presented itself as the champion 
boob state of the American republic. 


That outburst is its own answer. In 


fact, the whole editorial on “Nobody Home 
in California,” opens the gates to suspicion 


that perhaps The Tribune itself is suffering 
from the same complaint. 

“The moral condition of some little rot- 
ten spot in the interior of the United 
States,” says The Tribune, “can be under- 
stood. But California presents a long coast 
line which it demands that the United 
States defend.” 

Thus The Tribune “leader” on the result 
runs on—vituperating California just as The 
Tribune has so long been abusing the south. 

This sort of sectional attack and vilifi- 
cation by a republican partisan mouthpiece 
is a positive elixir to democratic hopes. It 
is fine! May it continue! 

The vote of the solid south for Hughes 
would have been very much larger this time 
had it not been for the sectional capers of 
The Tribune. Fulton county and Atlanta 
gave William McKinley a majority vote for 
president! But this time it was nearly all 
one way for Wilson. Too much Chicago 
Tribune waving of the bloody shirt this 
time! 

And the same in other southern states. 

At the rapid rate at which the field of 
operation for a display of The Tribune’s 
malevolent sectional antagonism is broad- 
ening, it hasn’t much further to go to cover 
the whole country. 

The territory subject to its abuse now 
reaches from the Great Lakes to the Gulf 
and from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Even 
New England has been shot through the 
center by the loss of New Hampshire. 

Let us hope that The Tribune will con- 
tinue its highly interesting though pitiably 
unpatriotic course.

New Hampshire will, of course, next 
come in for The Tribune’s drubbing, and 
the fact that Rhode Island has elected a 
democratic senator and that Hughes got 
successfully through Connecticut by a bare 
‘scratch, will perhaps sext turn The Trib- 
une’s sectional wrath that way. 

At least, we have much to be thankful 
for that the south is no ionger the exclu- 
sive object of its sectional tirades. 


ENLARGING ITS SCOPE. 

That the Georgia Fruit exchange has 
formulated tentetive plans whereby to 
broaden its scope and thus expand its field 
of usefulness to the rural industries of the 
state comes as an encouraging and a re- 
freshing bit of news. 

This organization has contributed largely 
toward making the peach and the cantaloupe 
industries in Georgia what they are. Prior 
to its advent as a commercial factor in the 
state the peach and cantaloupe growers 
were making mighty slow progress, and 


scant, if any, profits. Selling was haphazard 
and by chance, and the producers were at 
the mercy of the whimsical market. The 
industries were on an “every man for him- 
self and the devil take the hindmost” basis. 
If ever organization was needed it was 
needed by those growers. 


The same conditions surround the fruit, 


and vegetable industries in general today 
as formerly attended the growing of peaches 
and cantaloupes. A great, effective, compre- 
hensive selling agency is the paramount 
need. And since the Georgia Fruit exchange 
stockholders have seen fit to take the nec- 
essary enterprising steps by which all 
classes of fruits and vegetables grown in 
Georgia may be broughi within the field of 
its usefulness, that organization promises 
not only to perform a distinct service to the 
agriculturists and horticulturists of Georgia, 
but to develop into one of the state’s great- 
est enterprises for good and advancement. 


DEVELOPING LIVE STOCK. 


Opinion appears to be well-nigh unani- 
mous that the need of the south, especially 
this immediate section, is a more intensive 
development of the live stock industry. The 
fact has been pointed out again and again 
that in the packing house lies largely the 
solution of the moot problems growing out 
of the ever-increasing ravages of the boll 
weevil. ; 

Industrial experts and our own experi- 
ence have convinced us that in the growing 
of cattle and hogs to supply the packing 
houses which are built to keep pace with 
their growing lies the greatest and brightest 
hope of rural Georgia; and more ‘and more 
thought is being given to the means for 
producing the feedstuffs upon which to feed 
the live stock. 

In a communication to The Constitution, 
published elsewhere upon this page, Fuller 
E. Callaway, one of the most extensive cot- 
ton manufacturers of the south and among 
Georgia’s most thoughtful business men, 
writes most instructively upon this very 
topic. 

“It is not only true,” he says, “that be- 
fore we can establish packing houses we 
must have the meat «<nimals in prospect, 
but before we can develop the live stock in- 
dustry we must learn to produce economic- 
ally the feedstuffs for our cattle and hogs.” 
And from that he goes on to explain just 
how this need can be met in the south more 
advantageously tnan almost anywhere else 
in the United States. 

This is something ‘hat the farmers of 
Georgia must heed, because if they do not— 
if*they persist in continuing cotton as their 
staple money crop—they are, with the boll 
weevil spreading as a menace, going to suf- 
fer serious consequences, and that before 
very long. They must focus their ultimate 
attention upon live stock; but first of all, 
the growing of the grains and the “rough- 
age” upon which to feed the hogs and cattle 
in prospect. 

A little of the right sort of thinking 
along the lines Mr. Callaway directs, sup- 
piemented by purposeful, intelligent action, 
and it will be found that the boll weevil 
problem in Georgia will have automatically 
solved itself. J

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Fuller Callaway Tells How 
To Beat the Boll Weevil 


Packing houses, the growing of live stock 
to supply them and the raising of feedstuffs 
to produce the live stock is Fuller-E. Calla- 
way’s suggestion as the most effective 
means & “beating the boll weevil” in 
Georgia. 

Following in line with the ideas ad- 
vanced by State Entomologist Lee Worsham, 
Banker W. S. Witham of Georgia and Phine- 
has V. Stephens in communications to The 
Constitution, Mr. Callaway, who is one of 
the leading cotton manufacturers )f the 
south, at LaGrange, Ga., writes The Consti- 
tution as follows: 

Editor Constitution: That Georgia ought 
to produce her own feed and foodstuffs is 
a proposition on which we all agree. That 
there should be some divergency of opinions 
as to methods is but natural. Discussion of 
ways and means is wholesome, for in this 
way we are more likely to find the best 
means for reducing and in time doing away 
<r Georgia’s forty-odd million dollars meat 

il}. 

It occurs to me in this connection that 
we need to keep in touch with basic facts. 
For example, it is not only true that before 
we can establish packing houses we must 
have the meat animals in prospect, but before 
we can develop the live-stock industry we 
must learn to produce economically the feed- 
stuffs for our cattle and hogs. I claim no 
originality for this idea, but respectfully 
suggest that it is the right end at which to 
tackle this proposition. 

I was very much interested to see a few 
days ago a feed mill in operation at Chipley, 
Ga. This splendid enterprise was inaugurat- 
ed by Mr. Henry Kimbrough and several of 
his associates, and is operated in connection 
with a ginnery. I understand, however, that 
the mills are made in various sizes from 
small plants suitable for doing the work of 
a single large farm up to: Iarger plants of 
capacities sufficient for a community. 

We have discovered that live stock needs 
“roughage’’—that is, a goodly proportion of 
bulky matter, and these feed mills are de- 
signed to turn out food suitable for hogs, or 
for cattle, or for any purpose desired. As 
we know, there is now being wasted in our 
fields large quantities of cornstalks, pea 
and peanut vines and similar forage stuff 
simply because there has been no conven- 
ient means of utilization. I believe the feed 
mill furnishes the answer to this problem. 
One of the best plans is to plant velvet 
beans with the corn and then to grind up to- 
gether the entire production of the land, in- 
cluding the stalk, corn, fodder, velvet beans 
and vines, into stock feed. This will make a 
feed equal, if not superior, to some of the 
shipped feeds for which we pay $30 a ton. 

This plan will work right in with the 
campaign against the boll weevil. It seems 
to be’ pretty well established that we must 
select our best lands for cotton, and by in- 
tensive cultivation make a smaller acreage 
yield larger production, selecting early ma- 
turing varieties which will make cotton be- 
fore the time of year when the boll weevil 
gets in his deadly work; using the poorer 
lands for forage crops and legumes which 
will furnish the feed and build up the land 
at the same time. 

The production of feed and foodstuffs, 
including hogs and cattle, at home will 
make it so that whatever cotton is raised 
will be more nearly a surplus or cash crop. 
Then whenever it happens that there is 
overproduction of cotton and the price is 
not satisfactory the farmer will not be dis- 
tressed by pressing bills at the supply store, 
and will be able to hold his cotton until he 
can get a satisfactory price.

Where King of Slaves Reveled.

The palace of Sans Souci, built by Chris- 
tophe, the black leader of Haiti, is situated 
in the hills above the level vale of Milot, 
with a background of forest and a fore- 
ground sprinkled with the palms and the 
huts of simple cultivators.

Georgia Fruit Exchange to Establish 


Market for All Georgia Crops 


Plans to make the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change the largest marketing organization 
in the world and to divert from its former 
course of finding only a market for peaches 
dnd a few cantaloupes, to finding a market 
for every perishable fruit, melon and veg- 
etable crop grown in the state, were adopted 
at the annual meeting of the stockholders 
in Atlanta last week, and the following list 
of officers elected at that meeting are now 
given out for the first time:

Will Enlarge Scope of Work. . 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange’s decision to 
branch out and find markets for all Georgia- 
raised crops was the result of a series of 
meetings held under the auspices of the 
State department of entomology. 

_(he- diversified crop doctrine has _ been 
widely preached in Georgia, and is being 
acted on by many farmers, but at the same 
time farmers had been advised not to grow 
any crops for which there was no market. 

Briefly, the Georgia Fruit Exchange has 
decided to step in and undertake the finding 
of markets and the marketing in carload lots 
of every perishable Georgia product, along 
the same lines it has handled the peach 
crop in the past. Before entering into this 
Plan the exchange, through its president, 
W. B. Hunter, found out definitely that the 
farmers of the state are willing and anxious 
to co-operate. During the past two months 
Mr. Hunter has addressed farmers on this 
subject in .41 county seats in southwest 
Georgia at meetings which taxed the ca- 
pacity of every courthouse in which they 
were held, and which brought out in the 
aggregate more than 25,000 persons. He 
advocated the plan above described, and 
also the establishment of local markets 
which might become affiliated with the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange. The plan was met 
with enthusiasm everywhere, and the fruit 
exchange announces that, beginning im- 
mediately, it wants to keep in touch with 
all the farmers throughout the state who 
have anything to sell in carload lots. 

The report on the activities of the ex- 
change.during the past year show it to be 
the largest of any similar period during the 
life of the organization. The 1916 peach 
crop was handied under exceptionally diffi- 
cult conditions because of unfavorable 
weather, railroad washouts and other provi- 
dential causes, yet deliveries were made, the 
size of the crop was fair, the conditions of 
the fruit when it reached the market excep- 
tionally good and prices were generally sat- 
isfactory. Accdérding to Mr. Hunter’s report, 
there were 3,199 cars shipped from the state 
of which over 71 per cent were contributed 
by the exchange. 


Saved $300,000 From Loss. 

A dramatic recital by Manager Christ- 
man of how the-Georgia Fruit Exchange, in 
co-operation with the farmers, saved and 
delivered the 1916 fruit crop in the face of

Washouts and apparently insurmountable 


Obstacles, was presented to the 
through President Hunter. The main artery 
between the orchards and the markets was 
cut by the washing away of a railroad 
bridge without a moment's warning, when 
there were in the orchards of Georgia 
peaches of value to nearly $300,000. 

“At 10 o'clock Sunday night, July 16, 
says Mr. Christman, “I received notice from 
the Southern railway that their bridge over 
the Catawba river had washed away, and 


.that the line would not be in a position to 


Operate for at least ten days. f 

“Immediately upon receipt of this wire I 
ascertained there were four trainloads of 
peaches between Atlanta and the washed- 
out bridge. Feeling certain the flood condi- 
tions would reach the lines farther south, 
I at once got into telephone communication, 
with the officials of the Seaboard Air Line 
at Norfolk, the Georgia railroad and the C. 
& W. C..at Augusta and the Atlantic Coast 
Line at Wilmington, N. C. The Seaboard 
Air Line reported that their line was also 
washed out, and that it could not accept 
peaches at Atlanta. The Atlantic Coast Line 
advised their line was still intact and could 
handle fruit from Atlanta if detoured by the 
Georgia railroad through Augusta and their 
line.. They also advised they could probably 
arrange.to detour peaches from Augusta via 
the C. & W. C. to the main line at Yemassee, 
S. C., and probably by the time high water 
should reach the Cc. & W. C. line they would 
again be able’to resume operations over a 
bridge which they would probably have to 
close on their. main line between Augusta 
and Florence. It appeared, therefore, that 
we might be able to maintain open connec- 
tions by way of southern gateways, but that 
there might be no question of an open route 
we arranged for shipments through Atlanta, 
Knoxville, Bristol, thence by way of the 
Norfolk and Western to Lynchburg, Va., 
connecting with the Southern main line to 
Washington. 

“In handling the matter with the refrig- 
erator car lines we found there was almost 
sufficient ice via the routes through Au- 
gusta, Florence, Yemassee and Charlotte, but 
that there was no ice along the northern 
route, hence arrangements were made for 
this ice to be on hand had it been necessary 
to use the latter artery. 

Detoured Trains. 

“On account of the conditions it was 
necessary to bring all peach business be- 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga, between 
Atlanta and Charlotte, between Atlanta and 
Middleton, also on the Piedmont-Northern 
and the Gainesville and Midland railroads 
back to Atlanta to move over the Georgia 
railroad and the Atlantic Coast line by way 
of Florence, South Rocky Mount and Rich- 
mond to Potomac Yards. For two days this 
routing was possib’e. During the interim we 
kept in close telephone touch with the offi- 
cials of the Atlantic Coast line at Wilming- 
ton, N. C., for advice as to when the flood 
would reach their bridge on the main line 
between Augusta and Florence. Early in the 
morning of the day that bridge was closed 
we were advised, and peach trains from that 
date moved over the Cc. & W. C. from Ay- 
gusta to Yemassee, thence by way_of the 


‘Atlantic Coast line to Washington. For two 


more days that route was open. In the 
meantime the bridge between Augusta and 
Florence was threatened, and it looked as 
though the northern route through Knox- 
ville would have to be used. Fortunately, 
however, on the very day the bridge between 
Yemassee and Charleston went out the rail- 
road was able to reopen its bridge between 
Augusta and Florence. 

“On the day of this interruption to traf- 
fic the tariffs published by the railroads did 
not allow of this unusual and unprecedented 
routing, and all cars which moved were 
subject to heavy charges over and above the 
regular rates. By prompt action we were 
able to get the railroads to petition the 
interstate commerce commission for permis- 
sion to base rates on these unusual and un- 
precedented routings, and, as a result, none 
of the shippers were charged anything ad- 
ditional, though some of the shipments were 
back-hauled more than a hundred miles.”

Real Purpose of Georgia Products Day 
To Show Georgians Possibilities of State 


November 18, 1916, promises to be the 
biggest Georgia Products day in the history 
of the Georgia Chamber of Commerce and 
the state in the four years since the organ- 
ization of the state chamber. One of the 
planks in the platform of the organization 
was the diversification of crops and better 
markets for Georgia grown produce, out of 
which Georgia Products day grew. This cel- 
ebration is now assuming proportions that is 
making it known not only in the state of 
Georgia, but all over the nation. 

Georgia farmers fight grass during the 
different crop-growing seasons, in which 
they have 240 growing days in which to 
grow this product, and yet they buy an aver- 
age of $20,000,000 worth of hay from west- 
ern farmers when hay can be grown in their 
own state for less than the cost of freight 
to bring it in to the consumer. 

Other Crops Valuable. 

The Georgia farmer, in growing cotton,, 
forgets or does not Know the advantages of 
growing other crops. For instance, Georgia 


this year took first prize over the United 
States and Canada for its splendid apples. 
Everyone knows the Georgia pecan, more 
nutritive than meat, costing less to produce 
and giving greater returns to the — 

Georgia spends over forty million dol- 
lars yearly for packing house products 
alone, when she can a grain and cattle- 
fattening products cheaper and of bétter 
quality than she can buy them abroad. Al- 


ready have sprung up in the state nearly a 
dozen packing house plants to care for the 
Georgia-grown cattle. 

Georgia buys California products in cans, 
while her own fruit rots on the ground, or 
is fed to hogs raised simply to supply the 
farmer’s own needs for fresh pork in the 
first fall months, after which he in turn buys 
packing house products shipped here from 
other sections of the country. 

Georgia even buys both peas and beans 
from other sections of America; altimore 
oysters, when the same quality and flavor 
can be had on her own coast. Thejtrade in 
canned oysters alone amounts to nsider- 
able in the country districts where ft is im- 
possible to ship the fresh product, yet 
oysters are canned on the Georgia coast, 
shipped north, and shipped into the south 
again under another label, and the people 
of the state never stop to question, but be- 
lieve implicitly that “Chesapeake Bay” or 
“Lynhaven” oysters are being served osten- 
sibly, when they are the product of their 
own state. 

Money Going Out of State. 

Hosiery is purchased from England, and 
this the cotton-growing section of the 
world! Hundreds of thousands of dollars go 
out of the state of Georgia every year for 
hams alone, in spite of the fact that Georgia 
produces the finest hams and bacon to be 
found anywhere. ‘ 

Over a hundred celebrations of Georgia 
Products day will take lace in Georgia 
this year. “ne clarion call has been issued 
to the people of ueorgia to rise up and make 
of Georgia. Products day a day of thanks- 
giving, and to preach the doctrine of pre- 
paredness by a diversified crops and 
feeding and clothing themselves. 


“Lynching Is Just as 


Much Murder 


As Is Vendetta of the Corsican” 


---Dr. Henry A. Porter 


Dr. Henry Alford Porter last night at the 
Second Baptist church preached the sixth 
sermon in the special series on “The Ten 
Commandments in Atlanta Life,” the subject 
being “Murder and Suicide.” The text Was 
Exodus 20:13: “Thou shalt not kill.” 

He said in part: 

“This commandment is violated by mur- 

der and manslaughter. Murder is the delib- 
erate killing of a man; manslaughter is the 
killing of a man in heat of blood or through 
criminal carelessness. 
“It would seem superfluous to speak to 
such an audience on such a subject. But 
look with me at the ‘murder map of the 
United States.’ It is a grewsome. spectacle. 
If you dare to look at the appalling cata- 
logue you will eee that in the last ten years 
there have been about 100,000 murders com- 
mitted. Think of it! The ground of this 
Christian country soaked with the blood of 
10,000 murdered men every year. Thirty ev- 
ery day: one every nour! 

“This silent war of hate is almost enough 
to stagger Christian hope and courage. 

Many Cains in Georgia. 

“Of this 100,000 victims of venomed hate, 
several thousands have fallen in Georgia. We 
epeak of Georgia as ‘the Garden of Eden.’ 
It is: only it has not one Cain, but many. 
An editor says that when Cain killed Abel 
he migrated from that country, and that he 
must have come to America, especially in 
view of the fact that there were 20,000 homi- 
cides and suicides in this country last year. 

“And the curse of Cain shall follow him 
who commits this crime of crimes. ‘Whoso 
breaketh an hedge, a serpent shall bite him.’ 
The serpent shall coil about his soul and drag 


him down to death eternal, except he repent,. 


for over the archway of everlasting life ig 
this inscription, ‘No. murderers enter heré,’ 

“There are many murderers walking the 
streets, whom the courts do not classify as 
such. We may kill a man by acts of omis- 
sion, as well as commission; by slow poison, 


as well as by swift shot. The farmer who 
sends diseased meat to market; the chemist 
who adulterates drugs; the employer who, 
through criminal garelessness, jeopardizes 
the lives of employees, are guilty of the blood 
of those who perish through their fault, and 
if they cannot be hanged for murder, let 
them .at least be branded, like Cain, with 
infamy. 

“As the soul does not wait till birth to 
enter the body, all prenatal deaths, unless 
accidental or to save the life of the mother, 
is murder, 

A Suicidal Mania. 

“This divine law is violated by suicide. 
Such suicidal mania never prevailed since 
time began as prevails today. Men by the 
thousands are flinging themselves out of 
the: world. Last year over 10,000 people 
committed suicide in this country. Take the 
awful figures and write them in your heart! 
Ten sont sy | husbands, wives, fathers, chil- 
dren—even little boys and _ girls—rashly 
pnpes into outer darkness. And they went 
to their gore od death amid the plaudits 
of suicide clubs’ and suicide champions. It 
is a faet worth noting well that these ap- 
planders are invariably infidel clubs and in- 
fidel champions. Just in proportion as faith 
fails is life cheapened; and when faith ig 
gone there is nothing left for mortal man 

ut to grovel in the dust and die like a dog. 

“Suicide brands one as a coward. In 
Egyptian hieroglyphics the suicide is repre- 
sented by a hare ready to jump into the 
water at the first approach of danger. 

“A man came to Sir Andrew Clark com- 
plaining of depression, inability to do his 
work and that he was tempted to rely upon 
stimulants. Sir Andrew saw his perilous 
state and forbade resort to stimulants, and 
when the patient declared he would be un- 
equal to his work and would sink, he replied, 
‘Then sink like a man.’ 

“Suicide brands one as a traitor. It ig 
the desertion of the post to which God has 
assigned us. Often it is the base forsaking 
= one’s family, leaving them to struggle 
alone. 

“Suicide is the consummation of all guilt. 
Like treason, it is all crimes in one. The 
type of the murderer is Cain, but the type of 
the suicide is Judas. The suicide goes to his 
Own place. His is the only crime that ad- 
mits of no repentance. 

Lynching Private Vengeance. 

“This law of God is broken by lynching. 
Lynching is private vengeance, and is as 
much murder as is the vendetta of the Cor-

“Sanitation bears the same relation to a 


community that personal hygiene does to the 
individual, and any community that will allow 
conditions that lead to disease: exist icin the 
same class as the person who refuses to 
bathe,” said Dr. H. M. Cunningham, of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., former governor of Alabama, 
who is in the city attending the conven- 
tion of the Southern Medical association. 

Dr. Cunningham spoke at the Auditorium- 
Armory yesterday afternoon. He was intro- 
duced by Governor Harris. His address was 
in connection with the regular Sunday after- 
noon organ recital. Fully 2,500 people heard 
the organ recital and address of Dr. Cunning- 
ham. 

In his address Dr. Cunningham gave sta- 
tistics to show that the death rate in the 
United States had decreased materially dur- 
ing the past twenty years, and attributed this 
to municipal sanitation. 7 

“While the idea of eugenics appeals to 
some as a folly, still a time is coming when 
only normal children will be born into the 
world,” he said in discussing eugenics. ‘“‘The 
idea of developing the best is carried out in 
stock farms, and human beings are only ani- 
mals, after all.” 


“A mother who refuses to raise her child 
at her own breast and relies on prepared 
milk for the little one, can blame herself for 
the death of her child if it happens to pass 
away. The preacher who buries the child 
should add to the customary “the Lord giveth 
and the Lord taketh away” the statement 
“the mother beareth and then neglecteth.” 

The organ recital which was given as 
part of the program was one of the best of 
the season. The program as played by Or- 
ganist Charles Sheldon covered a wide range 
of music and was well received. The over- 
ture from “Martha” and “The Cradle Song,” a 
composition of the organist, were probably 
the two selections that seemed to please best.

Wire escnpes were resorted to 
and several esu@ped in this manner. 

According tv fire officials, the en- 
tire damage was someehing over $300. 

“Thre’s just one thing emphatically 
demonstrated by this fire,’’ Chief Cody 
statea ‘‘1..d that is the necessity for 
and the great benefit to be derived from 
fire escapes. Ir case the fire in the 
Kiser building nad occurred during the 
day and with wo fire escapes, there 
woula undoubted'y have been a mad 
rush a.id many persons would have been 
seriously injurcd, either by being run 
down by those attempting to escape, 
or else by suffocation. 

“Every building in Atlanta should 
have the escapes. It may mean and 
often does meat the saving of a num- 
ber ot lives which otherwise would 
have been lost.” 

The chief commended his men for 
their promptness and efficiency in ex- 
tinguishing the flames.

Rumors of Early Peace Felt 
in Market—Technical Con- 
ditions Cause of Reversals 
in Some Issues. 


New York, November 12.—The trend 
of events in last week’s active mar- 
ket suggested with increased force 
that from the point of view of the 
financial community the continuance 
of prosperity in this country hinges to 
a@ great extent upon conditions across 
the water. The uncertainty which for 
a time surrounded the contest for the 
presidency had no material effect upon 
quoted values, but rumors of early 
peace were the cause of considerable 
depression. 

It is not unlikely that the late re- 
versal in some issues was due as much 
to technical reasons as to more direct 
causes. Certain specialties show an 
extended and weakened account, while 
others, including the motors and their 
subsidiat:es, have become more or less 
vulnerable as a result of conditions pe- 
culiar to those industries. 

These conditions, it is generally ad- 
mitted, do not apply to steel and iron 
and certainly not to the copper metal 
trade. The markets have long been 


swept bare of “spot” copper and the 
new records registered the week by 
leading copper shares may be accept- 
ed as a direct outcome of the extraor- 
dinary prosperity shared in by all pro- 
ducers of the metal. 


The state of the steel industry was 

disclosed in the October report of the 
United States Steel corporation, which 
for the first time ‘in its history attain- 
ed a volume of unfilled orders ‘in ex- 
cess of 10,000,000 tons. All the inde- 
pendent steel. and iron companies show 
earnings of 30 to 50 per cent over the 
corresponding period of last year. 
_ Failure of the railway division to 
participate in the advancing move- 
ment was attribuced in part to the de- 
cision of the leading systems to con- 
test the legaiity of the eight-hour law. 
There was also a marked cessation of 
demand for low-priced rails, such as 
characterized the operations of the pre- 
ceding fortnighs. 

Foreign, military and political devel- 
opments seemed to play ne important 
part in the calculations of the sub- 
stantial banking interests of the coun- 
try. There was no material alteration 
in discounts on London and Paris, but 
rates on Vienna, Rome and Petrograd 
moved more unfavorably to those cen- 
ters.

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RAILROADS BUYING 
QUANTITIES OF STEEL 


Orders for Rolled Products 
33 1-3 Per Cent in Excess 
of Capacity. 


New York, November 12.—The United 
States Steel corporation is booking or- 
ders for rolled products 33 1-3 per cent 
in excess of ful. mill capacity. The 
enormous purchasing of steel to be 
used in the construction of railroad 
equipment is the main factor in this 
excessive business, but some large ex- 
port contracts also are understood to 
have been quietly placed. Orders for 
bars, plates and shapes for car-build- 
ing this month have been about 300,000 
tons, and ¢he demand is not yet satis- 
fied. Rau orders recently closed amount 


to 100,000 fons, including 80,000 tons 
for export to France. Those rails are 
designed for shipment in the last quar- 
ter of 1917, but it is almost certain that 
shipment will extend over into the first 
quarter of 1918. 

Shipbuilders are not far behind the 
car and iocomotive shops in demands 
for steel, but are less successful in 
getting material because of the char- 
acter of the steel required. 

Pressure upon manufacturing plants 
is reflected in the placing of many 
more small orders for extensions to 
furnaces, foundries, mills and shops, 
including steel, copper, brass and elec- 
trical works. ; 

Wire products are up $3 and block 
sheets $2 a ton. ; 

Buying of pig iron is less heavy, but 
many appreciable tonnages are under 
negotiation for shipment in the first 
and second halves of 1917. Prices of 
foundry grades show the effect of the 
renewed buying for export, mainly to 
Italy, Swimzerland and Scandinavia. 

Output of pig iron made a new max- 
imum record in October and steel pro- 
duction was only slightl under the 
record-breaking output of last March. 
The United States Steel corporation 
produced 1,800,000 tons of ingots, 1,400,- 
000 tons of rolled products and shipped 
1,380,000 tons and booked orders for 
1,842,000 tons of rolled steel.
